QC's  Mentor  Program  began  in 
1986.  It  was  established  with  the 
intent  to  provide  freshmen  with  a 
more  expanded  program  of  advis- 
ing. Aside  from  helping  with  sched- 
ules, providing  midterms,  and  deal- 
ing with  academic,  emotional,  and 
social  issues,  the  mentor  also  of- 
fers assistance  throughout  the  year 
with  career  orientation  and  study 
skills  development. 

Faculty  members,  administra- 
tors, and  student  service  personnel 
volunteer  to  serve  as  mentors. 
They  participate  in  a  training  ses- 
sion prior  to  the  school  year  and 
seek  to  give  their  mentees  a  sense 
of  identity  and  belonging  from  the 
moment  they  enter  Quincy  College.

Leading  the  Hawks  in  total  points  this 
season  was  Joachim  Lagerstedt  who 
baffled  opponents  with  his  quickness 
and  ball  handling  skills. 


Compiling  their  best  record  ever  since  moving  into  NCAA  Div.  I  (13-4-2),  the  Brown  and 
White  cornered  the  market  on  aggressiveness,  stellar  defense,  sound  ball  handling  skills, 
and  finesse  to  put  together  a  more  than  impressive  season.  Whether  watching  Joachim 
Lagerstedt  flying  down  the  field,  Mark  Thomas  striking  on  every  opportunity.  Fat  Olwig 
eyeing  every  possible  play,  Bill  Lawrence  defending  at  all  costs,  Sean  Bowers  fighting  for 
control  of  the  ball,  Dev  Reeves  slide  tackling  for  the  steal,  Mike  McLaughlin  outsmarting 
the  attacker,  or  Tim  Schulte  making  an  impossible  save,  QC  fans  were  definitely  treated  to 
the  best  that  college  soccer  competition  can  offer. 

Despite  the  disappointment  of  not  earning  a  post  season  bid,  the  Hawks  had  plenty  to  crow 
about  in  '87;  national  ranking  for  four  weeks  reaching  as  high  as  #9  on  the  MCAA  Div.  I 
Poll;  beating  perennial  foe  St.  Louis  U,  4-2;  taking  the  Gardner  Cup  trophy  with  6-0  and  6-2 
wins  over  Tulsa  and  Vanderbilt;  and  concluding  the  season  with  four  consecutive  shutouts. 

1987  saw  the  birth  of  the  Big  Central  Six  Conference  which,  along  with  QC,  includes 
Marquette  U.,  SfU-EdwardSville,  Wisconsin-Milwaukee,  northern  IL  U.,  and  the  U.  of  Cincin- 
nati. Although  QC  and  SIU-E  finished  with  identical  2-0-2  conference  records,  SIU-E  cap- 
tured the  first  ever  Big  Central  Six  championship  based  on  goal  differential. 

In  addition  to  All-Midwest,  All-Illinois,  and  All-Conference  honors  earned  by  QC  squad 
members,  sophomore  forward  "Jock"  Lagerstedt  became  the  first  Hawk  to  achieve  All- 
America  status  in  MCAA  Div.  I.  Senior  midfielder  Pat  Olwig  was  selected  for  the  1987-88 
Senior  Bowl  while  head  coach  Jack  Mackenzie  was  named  Midwest  Coach  of  the  Year. 


A  member  of  the  Hawk  "strike  force,  sophomore  Mark  Thomas  lived 
up  to  all  expectations  contributing  10  goals  and  4  assists.

QC's  Lady  hawk  soccer  squad  had  a  rough  and  turbulent  season. 
With  the  loss  of  nine  experienced  players  from  the  '86  squad,  a 
schedule  that  included  eleven  ranked  teams,  and  a  rash  of  injuries 
during  the  season,  they  did  not  have  a  very  successful  campaign. 

One  area  in  which  Coach  Postiglione  was  particularly  impressed 
with  his  team  was  in  the  backfield  positions.  He  noted  the  play  of  his 
backs  as  a  high  point  of  the  season  and  said,  "Our  backfield  posi- 
tions did  a  consistently  fine  job  all  year.  We  played  much  better 
defensively  than  our  goals  against  reflects.''
